Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
06/27/2006 has been entered. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-4, 6-9 and 12-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sugioka et al. or Kugure et al., each independently in combination 
with Matsumura et al., for reasons cited in the previous action. 



Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 06/05/2006 have been considered but they are not 
fully persuasive. 
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5. In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of 
obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that 
any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was 
within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a 
reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 
1971). 

In col. 3, lines 15-21 , Sugioka et al. does teaches a single embodiment 

containing components (A), (B), (E), and (G) in combination with the filler. 

"The styrenic resin composition of the invention comprises a resin moiety and an 
inorganic filler moiety to be mentioned below. The resin moiety comprises, as 
the indispensable component, the component (A) to be mentioned below, and 
optionally contains the component (B), the component (E), the component (F) 
and the component (G) also to be mentioned below." 

In col. 6, lines 3-10, poly(arylene ether) resin is taught to be a preferred 
component (E) to be present in amounts preferably up to 20%. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time the 
invention was made, to arrive at applicant's invention because the claimed subject 
matter falls within the generic embodiments of the prior art in view of Matsumura et al., 
and the person of ordinary skill in the art would have expected all the embodiments of 
the prior art to work successfully. 
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6. Regarding, Kugure et al., the Examiner still submits that while Kugure et al. does 
not explicitly recite an limiting amount of the poly(arylene ether) resin to be contained in 
the composition, they do teach that, one of ordinary skill in the art would have 
found it prima facie obvious to determine a workable or even optimum range of 
the resin for resin compositions. (See U 29) 

"[Discovery of an optimum value of a result effective variable in a known process 
is ordinarily within the skill of the art." In re Boesch , 617 F.2d 272, 276, 205 USPQ 215, 
219 (CCPA 1980); "[W]here the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the art, it 
is not inventive to discover the optimum or workable ranges by routine experimentation. 
In re Allen 220 F.2d 454, 456, 105 USPQ 233, 235 (CCPA 1955).
